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Didier Le Henaff, a biologist with Québec's 
Ministry of Recreation, Fish and Game, has been wat- 
ching caribou for a long time. One evening last week, 
back in Kuujjuaq from a day pulling teeth from dead 
caribou carcasses, he explained their, migration habits 
to me. 

"Caribou are gregarious," Le Henaff said. "The 
first one gets to the bank of the river, and they all come 
behind him, and stand On the bank. Their numbers 
build up, but no one moves until finally, one jumps in 
the river. Then they all follow, to the last animal."

Fee hike to come?

All signs point to a fee hike for Québec university students next fall, say 
representatives of the Québec student movement. 

According to Céline Séguin who represented l'Association National des 
Etudiantes de Québec (ANEQ) at a government-sponsored conference in 
Québec City last week, the Parti Québécois is seriously considering raising tui- 
tion fees for the first time since 1979.

Journalists arc like caribou. When news reached south that 
10,000 caribou had drowned in the Caniapiscou river in Northern 
Québec, a huge herd of reporters descended on Kuujjuaq, 100 
kilometres from the tragedy. 

The reporters spent their time huddled in a pack at the airport, 
talking to each other. They were all waiting for the chance to get 
on a helicopter and travel to the site of the dead animals. 

What did they want to sec? Dead caribou. . 

So, in Montreal, Québec City, Toronto, and all across the 
country, the public learned a lot about dead caribou.

It took the death of 10,000 caribou to get the journalists up to 
the north of the province. But even there, they continued to ig- 
nore the' 5,500 people native to that huge territory, and those 
peoples' problems.

A tour of Kuujjuaq 

The little blue and white painted executivejet pulls to a halt in 
front of the Kuujjuaq Airport terminal. Québec's Minister of the 
Environment Adrien Ouellctte, followed by a smattering of other 
bureaucrats, gets out. He tells a clump of reporters "I have 
nothing to announce until I have consulted with the Inuit 
leaders." 

Later, employees of Kativik, the Inuit regional government, 
take the officials on a motorized tour of the town. It's a tiny 
place, the capital of Nouveau Québec: 1,200 people; 900 of them 
Inuit. But nobody walks here. 

It's very hard to hear the guide's voice over the clatter of the old 
jeep. Bombing over dirt roads filled with bumps and dips, it's still 
harder to take notes. . "Here is the new school, which will be 
finished next year. Here are the new duplex houses, built by the 
Société de l'habitation du Québec."

"They certainly want to in- 
crease fees, but they have no 
argument for doing so ."said 
Séguin. 

Education Minister Yves 
Bérubé told a press conference 
Tuesday: "It may now be time 
to ask ourselves about the 
relevance of the reasons behind 
our policy of freezing tuition 
fees." 

A communiqué issued by the 
Ministry of Education on Fri- 
day stresses the need for a 
"change" in the financial struc- 
ture of Québec education. Since 
1978, the government has given 
high priority to cutting universi- 
ty costs, universal accessibility 
to post-secondary education 
and low tuition fees — at the ex- 
pense, according to the com- 
muniqué, of certain fields of 
■study such as graduate studies, 
management and law. 

"Difficult choices must now 
be made," says the communi- 
qué — and many students 
leaders interpret this as a tuition 
hike. They believe the PQ could 
use the cause of improving these 
certain fields as justification for 
the increase. 

Associate minister Claude 
Nadeau confirmed ANEQ's 
fears whan he told the Concor- 
dia Link "We certainly don't 
like this alternative (raising fees)

Canadians should go to the 
Soviet Union to search for com- 
mon ground with the Soviet 
people. 

This advice was offered by 
Jim Garrison, author of The 
Russian Threat — The Myth 
and The Reality, during a 
speech at McGill last Thursday. 

Garrison feels that we have 
been conditioned to believe all 
Soviet citizens are our enemies. 
He described the formation, 
within the public consciousness, 
of the enemy. 

Garrison said the view of the 
USSR portrayed by the U.S. 
government is designed to lend 
collective support for nuclear 
weapons. 

Despite this, Garrison says 
that a conceptual shift has taken 
place within the public percep- 
tion. 

"The belief that nuclear 
weapons are a guarantee of 
peace and freedom has now 
given in to a belief that nuclear 
weapons are the greatest threat 
to peace," he said. 

He gives credit to the peace 
movement for this shift, yet 
argues that the movement must 
go one step further — destroy 
the basis for the cold war. 

"We must convince, our 
governments. to improve East- 
West relations; and also we 
must go over their heads and 
establish closer relations," he 
said. * 

"As Eisenhower put it," he 
said, "people must demand 
peace so strongly governments 
would get out of thier way, as 
Eisenhower put it," he added. 

Garrison sees a special role 
for Canada as a neutral 
mediator between the super- 
powers, using Rumania as a 
role-model. 

"Rumania doesn't partake in 
the Warsaw Pact, doesn't allow 
Russian troops on their soil, 
and buys weapons from both 
sides," he said. 

He suggests that Canada 
refuse to be subservient to the 
United States' interests. 
"Canada is to the U.S. what 
Poland is to Russia," said Gar- 
rison. 



vice-rector administration and 
finance at Concordia.

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Blitzkrieg! 

Yves Berubé, the Minister of Education, is laun- 
ching a blitzkrieg on university education in 
Québec. 

In the past 4 days he maneouvered himself into position to 
initiate the most drastic measures ever taken against universi- 
ty education in this province. 

Bérubé began last week hinting that "modular" fees, fees 
scaled to the relative costs of educating students in different 
faculties, could be coming.(i.e. Science costs more because of 
high equipment costs). 

A day later he blew a two million dollar hole in McGill's 
budget. 

And now it's time to hike fees. 

Bérubé dropped rumours of the first tuition hike since 1976 
last week. Bérubé doesn't joke. This means one thing — bank 
accounts will be the scales of justice which determine your 
educational future here. 

You can sum up the PQ's policy towards post-secondary 
education quite easily — contempt. To Bérube, universities 
are like the horse-drawn calèches in old Montréal, outdated 
but quaint. The difference is universities cost millions to 
maintain. If universities are going to continue they better be 
properly outfitted, says the PQ. Better rip apart the old ap- 
paratus, and fire the old driver. 

The budget-anxious PQ leaps into the drivers seat with a 
cheaper route in mind — the road towards more élitism 
(university education costs more) more manipulation of 
careers (certain faculties will cost more), and more funding 
responsibility to private corporations (but what if Spar 
Aerospace isn't interested in funding your field?) — less 
choice, less education, less future. 

One thing you have to realise is that Bérubé is only doing 
his job. Bérubé has never shown a particular aptitude or in- 
terest in the education portfolio he was given last spring. 
Bérubé is like a sophisticated axe-wielding robot which the 
PQ leads around and positions over sections of its budget. 
Push the "delete" button and a perfected cutback strategy is 
set into operation: 

First "Berumatic" sits quietly. Then he makes a sound. 
Rumours. Last year, at exam time, we heard that fees for 
foreign and out-of-provincc students might be raised — a few 
days later they were. Chop! That's part of the strategy. Strike 
when no one expects it. 

Last week, "higher fee", "modular fee" rumours, and the 
"two million dollar hole" all were heard within 48 hours. 
That's the other part of the strategy. Strike the enemy deep 
and strike the enemy quickly. 

And unfortunately, in these deficit-ridden days, "enemy" 
is exactly what we are. 

We have a lot of options for action. Our Students' Society 
should be doing more than sending "concerned memos" 
(after all the PQ will consider it fan mail.) The university ad- 
ministration shouldn't let itself be mauled and then go crying 
to the Montréal business community. Should we sit and read 
bad news as if a natural disaster has struck?

If you have answered "no" to any of 
the above questions, please skip the rest 
of this article. You might consider seeing 
a therapist. If you have answered "yes" 
to all the questions, you should join Pro- 
ject Ploughshares (McGill Disarmament 
Group). 

We are a group of graduate and 
undergraduate students who are con- 
cerned about the future of our planet. 
We are worried about the destructive 
potential of nuclear weapons and the 
tension between the super-powers that 
might lead to their use. We want to do 
something about it. 

We feel that the most effective way to 
channel our energy and resources is to 
inform people about the dangerous im- 
plications of the arms race and about 
what they can do to try to prevent 
nuclear war. To do this, we are currently 



co-sponsoring a series of eleven films 
with Concordia's Quebec Public Interest 
Research Group. The series is called 
"Eleven Steps to Survival." It started 
September 14 and runs through to 
March 20, featuring such films as "In 
the King of Prussia," "If You Love this 
Planet," and "America From Hitler to 
MX". 

We will also sponsor several seminars 
and speakers on various aspects of the 
arms race. One of the most important of 
these is military research at McGill. We 
are attempting to have the administra- 
tion establish firm policy guidelines 
which would screen out that research 
which fuels the arms race. Most impor- 
tantly, on October 20 there will be a 
huge demonstration in Montreal featur- 
ing a human chain joining the Soviet and 
American consulates. 

We need your help in organizing these 
and other events. If you would like to' 
help save the world, or simply want to 
discuss the arms race, our next meeting 
is on Tuesday in Room 423 of the Stu- 
dent Union. Or come by our office

Inuit hate duplexes, the guide, Hervé 
Chatagnier, says. They're scared to 
death of fire (the wooden houses here 
bum down often) and like to live near 
the earth.

Castles aren't provided 

"Then why build duplexes?" I ask. 
"Well, we're not about to build them 
castles," he says. 

Building materials for the houses 
come by boat once a year from Mon- 
treal. In August, when the ice has finally 
melted, the Inuit look up the 
Caniapiscau, waiting for the ships. 
Every non-perishable good — tools, 
boats, ski-doos, motorcycles, grain, 
plumbing and building supplies — 
comes on the boats. 

Once materials arrive, well-bundled 
workers start building non-stop, trying, 
to get this year's, quota of houses up 
before the blizzards. Construction 
workers in Kuujjuaq (over 90 per cent 
are whites from the south), told me they 
are working 10 hours a day, seven days a 
week until December 15th. Fourty-six 
new houses, crammed with insulation, 
are going up this fall. 

Inuit, most of whom survive on sub- 
sistance fishing and hunting with mon- 
thly Québec welfare checks, pay $150 
per month rent, including heat, electrici- 
ty and water. 

Water scarce 

In Inuktituut, "Kuujjuaq" means 
"Great River," referring to the 
Caniapiscau, Northern Québec's most 
important waterway. But it's very hard 
to get water in Kuujjuaq. Pipes can't be 



buried in the perma-frost, and above- 
ground, they would be frozen 10 months 
of the year. And the local water is 
polluted. (Earlier, the Inuit never wor- 
ried about pollution, because they never 
had towns). So water is delivered by 
truck, and another truck picks up waste 
from the houses. 

Similarly, the Inuit signed away con- 
trol of their land to Hydro-Québec for 
its massive hydro-electric developments, 
but don't get electicity from the dams. 
Transport lines would cost too much so 
the Inuit rely on costly diesel generators 
for power. 

It's impossible to bury garbage in the 
North, and there are no scrap-yards; So 
broken rusty hulls of ski-doos, empty oil 
drums, and hulls of old pick-up trucks 
litter the outskirts of the town. The 
guide drives by the garbage dump, where ' 
a small fire is flickering. 

Then he drives out to a near-by lake, 
where several of the Inuit canoes are 
stacked. "Here there are igloo-making 
contests every year," he tells us. Inuit 
over 40 still know how to make igloos. 
Younger people have not learned the 
craft. 



caribou fur now. It's the town's biggest 
supplier of hot dogs, gum, potato chips, 
Coca-Cola and chocolate bars. 

In the town's other store, the Inuit- 
owned co-op, a grinning little Inuk, 
holding three packs of Bubble Yum in 
his fist, said "Hi" to me. I noted he had 
a lot of candy. "That's enough for me," 
he told me in English. 

Unhealthy Inuit good 
for large profits 

"The Inuit eat big quantities of junk 
food," Dr. Normand Tremblay, who's 
worked in Northern Québec for IS 
years, told me. "Much more than in the 
South. 

"The Bay changed the eating style 
here. They brought the junk food. It 
sells well," said Tremblay. 

Inuit are about as healthy as people in 
the South, Tremblay said. But they used 
to be much more healthy. 

"In the past, by eating all parts of the 
caribou they (the Inuit) got all their 
vitamins. Now they only eat the steak, 
so they don't get a balanced diet." 

Ungava Hospital, which serves all the 
towns in the region, employs four doc- 
tors, all whites. No Inuit has ever 



300 whites, who live in one part of town, 
watch the Inuit warily, and the Inuit do 
likewise. 

"The whites are always here for a few 
months, or at most a year," Michel 
Parizeau, an intern at the hospital, told 
me. "They never get to know the Inuit. 

"The first thing an Inuit will ask you< 
is 'how long are you here?' They don't 
want to make friends if you're going to 
leave in a few months. 

"The whites wonder 'Why are they 

befriending me?' " Parizeau said. " 'Is 

it because they want something to 

drink?' "

Hudson's Bay Company: 
A place of worship 

On the way back through town, we 
pass the Hudson's Bay building, a one- 
story white building with a small church- 
like pointed roof on the front. An ap- 
propriate symbol, up here. The 
Hudson's Bay Company has had a vir- 
tual monopoly on marketing our pro- 
ducts to these people for over two cen- 
turies. 

The Bay has responded to the market. 
It's not just a place to buy a parka or a 
strong piece of fishing line, or 



graduated from medical school. 
'White* hospitals to treat 
'white-Inspired' ailments 
Vehicular accidents caused by 
drunkenness are the most common cases 
treated at the hospital. Every Inuit has a 
vehicle, mainly the squat three-wheeled • 
motorcycles built for rough ground. 
And in a town with no traffic markings, 
they crash a lot. The second most fre- 
quent ailment treated at the hospital is 
beaten women. 

Innlts are unhappy, and it's 
not Just because of dead caribou 
Kuujjuaq is an unhappy place. The 



KUUJJUAQ, Oct. 8 — Nobody's 
blaming anybody right now, they're 
just trying to get the caribou out of the 



Johnny Watt, Mayor of Kuujjuaq, is 
consulting with two other Inuit in their 
own tongue, Inuktituutt, which sounds 
us like a rapid, broken stream. 
Two whites, Jean and Camille, come 
the office, walkie-talkies buzzing; 
"We got to get the food up to the 
camp," the Mayor tells them. "I want 
to get one helicopter working only on 
hauling the food." 

"We got lots of food down here and 
none up at the camps," Watt tells 

"We're, going to do that right 
away," the whites say, and walk out 
The Inuit follow. 

Tommy, an Inuk, is left answering 
the constantly ringing phone and pass- 
ing messages through by walkie-talkie. 

"Get five men up at the Bay to pack 

f ^ou^ckup Charlie at this house. I 
gave him five minutes to get ready."

but there may be no choice." 

According to Jean Pierre Pa- 
quet of ANEQ, a report from 
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the Avis de conseil des univer- 
sités, an advisory body to the 
PQf suggests the government 
move from completely subsidis- 
ing students in virages 
technologiques (applied 
sciences) to subsidising only 70 
per cent of their costs. Students 
in other faculties would only be 
subsidised 50 per cent. 

This would force universities 
to come up with ways of cover- 
ing the additional costs, tne 
most obvious of which would be 



a university-imposed tuition in- 
crease. 

Pacquet also fears that cut- 
ting government subsidies may 
force universities to close small, 
expensive departments such as 
philosophy. 

Both ANEQ and its com- 
peting organisation, le 
Rassemblement des Associa- 
tions étudiantes universitaires 
(RAEU), oppose the principle 
of a fee increase. ANEQ, unlike 
RAEU, favours free tuition.
